BRIDGE TURNED 757 TIMES 


To 
Permit 
Thirty-seven 
Boats to Ply the 
River This 
Summer 


During the past river season, of 
which about one month remains, the 
draw at the Mississippi river v a . 
gen bridge has been opened 757 
times for 37 boats and several dred­ 
ges and sand pumps. 
The bridge 
opened for river business April 3 and 
the first boat to pass through the 
draw was the rafter Ben Hershey 
on April 
9th. 
About one month 
more of the season remains during 
which time the bridge may be op­ 
ened about twenty or thirty times. 
This about equals the business of last 
year. 
To the ordinary man, the bus­ 
iness of the bridge does not seem, 
like a great thing. 
He is of the opin­ 
ion that the boat business on the 
river has nearly ceased and is Bur 
prised to learn that there are still 
about 37 boats which pass up and 
down the river at this point during 
the season. 
The first packet up was 
the Diamond Jo boat, the steamer St. 
Paul on June 6. 
The last boat of 
the season last year was the Georgia 
S., which passed through the draw 
on November 25. 
The year before 
the last boat passed through Novem­ 
ber 30, so it is possible that the sea- 
son will extend about a month and 
a half yet. 
“Shpis That Pass — ” 
The boats which passed through 
the dra# this season are, Ben Her­ 
shey, Everett, Silver Crescent, Ideal( 
U. S. Elfnore, U. S. Elsie, North Star, 
Harriett, Lizzie 
Gardner, Juanita, 
Clyde Mary B., Lorane, IT. S. Lily, 
La Crosse, Gardie Eastman, Jap, U. 
S. Curlew, U. S. David Tipton, Fron­ 
tenac, Wanderer II and Idler, St. 
Paul. W. W., U. S. Alert, Adeline, El­ 
len, J. S., Quincy, Percy Swain, Ro­ 
bert Dodds, Vernle Mac, II. S. Henry 
Bo6se, J. Weyerhauser, Helen Blair, 
Black Hawk, and the dredge Vulcan 
and the sand pump Vesuvius. 
Free Bridge Cheap 
To estimate the number of teams 
and people that 
cross the bridge 
would be Impossible, 
Some days it 
is estimated that over one hundred 
teams cross the bridge while on other 
days there are none. 
It is estimated that the revenue of 
the bridge Is about $7,000 while it 
costs about the same amount to oper­ 
ate It. 
The cost of operation and re­ 
pairs generally exceed the revenue 
and thus the structure is a loss to 
the city. 
The sum of $2,880 is paid 
annually In wages to the toll keepers 
and the engineers. 
Repairs repre­ 
sent a large part of the annua! ex­ 
pense. 
It is estimated that to oper­ 
ate a free bridge would mean an 
annual expense of about $1,500 to 
the city. 
New Bridge Soon 
To those who are acquainted with 
the condition of the present struc­ 
ture it is obvious that a new bridge 
will be needed In about five or six 
years. 
The steel and iron work ii 
rapidly 
corroding 
and 
becoming 
weaker. 
The question of erecting a 
high bridge is one that will be up­ 
permost in the minds of those who 
will have to deal with the building 
of a new structure. 
At the present 
time it is merely a matter of specu­ 
lation.
